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'HE  presentation  today  at  this  ceremony  of  Distin- 
guished Service  Awards,  Superior  Service  Awards,  and  Length-of- 
Service  Awards,  marks  the  culmination  of  a program  that  has 
been  developing  for  some  years.  For  quite  some  time  ago,  the 
suggestion  was  made  of  providing  Honor  Awards  for  Department 
of  Agriculture  employees  who  rendered  distinguished,  outstand- 
ing service  to  the  public.  This  is  to  be  an  annual  event  and,  I 
hope,  will  always  be  anticipated  with  enthusiasm. 

The  high  quality  and  specialized  competence  of  Department  of 
Agriculture  employees  is  traditional.  The  second  Commissioner 
of  Agriculture,  Horace  Capron,  in  his  annual  report  to  President 
Grant  for  the  year  1870,  remarked  that  the  Department’s  “work 
demands  a higher  order  of  talent  than  the  routine  service  of  most 
public  business,”  as  well  as  a knowledge  of  various  sciences.  He 
found  the  employees  then  on  the  staff  “most  efficient  and  reliable.” 
His  successors  have  continuously  attested  to  the  same  thought. 

Our  employees  have  over  the  years  developed  a great  pool  of 
useful  knowledge  in  the  field  of  agricultural  science.  Whenever 
it  is  necessary  for  me  to  know  the  facts  on  any  subject  within  the 
field  of  my  official  functions,  I can  usually  discover  on  the  Depart- 
ment’s staff  some  expert  who  can  give  them  to  me  promptly, 
accurately,  and  in  full  detail.  I have  likewise  found  employees 
ready  and  willing — even  eager — to  render  service  over  and  above 
that  officially  required  of  them. 

Today,  following  a pattern  developed  in  this  Department,  we 
are  attempting  in  some  small  measure  to  honor  those  who  have 
signally  contributed  to  the  Department’s  objectives  of  improving 
American  farm  life  and  serving  the  Nation  as  a whole.  We  are 
acutely  aware  that  others,  quite  as  deserving  of  awards  as  these 
ladies  and  gentlemen,  have  not  yet  come  to  light.  We  hope  that 
today’s  ceremony  will  help  us  to  find  and  reward  them  and  will 
also  act  as  a stimulus  and  inspiration  to  even  greater  achievement 
and  more  faithful  service  on  the  part  of  every  employee  of  the 
U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture.
